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MINNEAPOLIS GRAIN CHIEF

Fred B. Wells, Chamber of Commerce 
President, Picked Up Unéonscious 
on Street by Police. 


New York, July 29.—[{Special.)]—Frederick 
B. Wells, president of the Minneapolis cham- 
ber of commerce and vice president of a lead- 
ing grain company in that city, was picked 
up early this morning in Greene street in a 
gemi-conacious state. He had no hat or 
coat and $150 cash which he had put in his 
pocket the night before was missing. 

The police said he had been drugged and 
robbed and took him to St. Vincent's hos- 
pital, where he was said tonight to be “ very 
comfortable.” 

Efforts had been made through the day to 
hush inquiry into the case. Even the police 

found sources of information cut off and 
they were unable to account for the pres- 
ence of Mr. Wells in Greene street, consid- 
ering that several hours before he was 
found he had returned to his uptown hotel 
and gone to his room for the night after at- 
tending the theater with his brother and 
his 12 year old son, Thomas. 

The son, who slept in the same room, did 
not know when his father left. 


PEACE IN MEXICO 
HANGS ON OUSTING 
OF HUERTA REGIME 


Policy of Administration Cen- 
ters Upon General’s Elim- 
Ination, Is Bellef. 


NEVER WILL RECOGNIZE HIM 


Consensus of Official Opinion Is That 
Quick Action Must Be Taken 
to Restore Order. 


DIPLOMAT WILSON 70 FACE SENATE 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., July 20.—[S8pecial.}]— 
The policy of the Wilson administration for 
the restoration of peace and order in Mexico 
centers upon the elimination of Gen. Huerta 
from power. Various means are being em- 
ployed to this end. 

On the part of the United States directly, 
emphatic representations are being made to 
Huerta for the protection of Americans and 
their interests. 

Coupled with this procedure, the adminis- 
tration is permitting every one concerned 
to know that it never will recognize the 
Huerta government. 

With the knowledge of the administration, 
but without its assistance, great business in- 
terests are applying pressure to Huerta to 
induce him to withdraw. 


Peace Conference Now On? 

The Carranzefactio n feels if Huerta is 
eliminated it will be possible to arrange the 
question of his successor. Telegrams received 
here today from Sonora announce that the 
conferences are in progress to discuss the 
pogalbility of Vasquez Tagie, who was min- 
ister of justice in Madero's cabinet as Huer- 
ta’s successor. 

Participating in these conferences are said 
to be réprepentatives of Huerta,, Carranza, 
Pasguiera, and Alphonso Madero, head of the 
Madero family in the United States. 

In every possible way this government win 
assist the success of these conferences. Nat- 
urally it would prefer the Mexicans to settle 
their differences without active American 
participation. But it feels it can produce 
an excellent effect through making the Mex- 
lcan leaders understand that the United 
States will tolerate no longer a situation as 
desperate as that which now exists. 


Action or Complete Chaos, 

How bad conditions are will be appreciated 
whe nit is known that Ambassador Wilson 
and Special Agents DelVale and Hale are 
agreed that unless something is done Mexico 
will be precipitated into chaos. 

Besides the factions of Huerta and Car- 
ranza, there is a revolution under way in the 
State of Sonora, led by Gen. Pasquiera, and 
there are hundreds of small bands infesting 
the country who rank as brigands and not as 
patriots. To suppress the latter will require 
an active police campaign; but before such a 
campaign can de inaugurated it will be nec- 
essary to bring Huerta, Carranza and Pas- 
quiera into agreement. 

Oscar Banif, a Mexican who has been in 
Washington for some weeks conferring with 
the president and Secretary Bryan, will leave 
tomorrow for Mexico. He proposes to get the 
better element of Mexico to apply pressure to 
the opposing leaders in the hope of inducing 
them to compromise their differences for the 
benefit of their common country. 


Wants Elimination of Huerta, 

Carranza wants above everything else the 
elimination of Huerta. In this he is on all 
fours with the Washington administration. 

It is known he would acquiesce in the se- 
lection of Vasquez Tagle as President and 
it is believed the latter would be acceptable 
to Pasquiera. Whether Huerta will accept 
Tagle is a question. 

Gen. Huerta does not want to vacate office 
at thie juncture. Official information re- 
cetved at the state department today an- 
nounces that he has completed arrangements 
to tmaugurate a comprehensive campaign 
which he believes will put an end to the revo- 
lution. 

The preparations it has been necessary to 
make have ocoupied a good deal of time and 
have taken every avaliable dollar Huerta 
has been able to obtain. 

Under the circumstances the presture 
which is being applied to him is bound to be 
effective, according to the view entertained 
here. 


Quick Action Is Imperative. 

Tt developed today that Ambassador WA 
eon and Special Agents Del Valle and Hale 
are not far apart in the conclusions they have 
presented to the president. While the poli- 
cles of each may be different, they recognize 
the imperative necessity of action. 

So if the Sonora conferences fail it will be 
for the president to make the next move. 
He still favors the idea of mediation through 
an American commission. As Mexico was 
a signatory of The Hague convention, which 
provides for mediation, Huerta cannot take 
umbrage at a renewal of a proposal of this 
kind. 

With the consent of the president and Beo- 
retary Bryan, Ambassador Wileon will ap- 
pear tomorrow hefore the senate foreign reie- 
tions committee. 

Mr. Wilson probably will be interrogated 
in reference to his activity in connection with 
the retirement of Madero and whether he 
advised British recognition of Huerta and 
the conference of the diplomets in Mexico 
City which resulted in a protest against the 
ettitude of the United States. 


Huerta Promises Protection. 

A declaration from President Huerta that 
no American in Mexico shall suffer injustice 
or violence with his cognizance was made 
public by the state department today in the 
following announcement: 

President Huerta has expressed himself 
as regretting very much that the Amercan

$75,000 from the residence of Mrs. C. C. 
Rumsey, daughter of the late E. H. Harri- 
man, it became known tonight that another 
large haul of diamonds was committed by 
robbers in a motor boat or a motor car at the 
home of John H. Hanan in Narragansett 
Pier on Friday night. 

It is reported that the value of the articles 
taken from the Hanan residence, Shore 
Acres, will exceed the loss of Mrs. Rumsey. 

Another loss in the fashionable colony, 
which became known today, was that of a 
pearl necklace ‘worth $2,000, with a sapphire 
and diamond clasp, belonging to Mre. Walter 
Ivies of New York, who was visiting Mr. and 
Mrs. E. Douglas Pearce of Providence. 


Try to Keep Thefts Secret. 

An effort was made in both the Rumsey 
and Hanan cases to prevent knowledge of 
the robberies from reaching the public. As 
in the Rumsey case, only one room was en- 
tered in the palatial Hanan residence. 

It is reported that the room was looted 
while Mrs. Hanan attended a benefit for her 
church, St. Peter’s by the Sea, at the Casino. 

Mr. Hanan, who has been ill for some time, 
and several servants were at home at the 
time, but none detected anything unusual 
until the robbers had ample time to escape 
either by motor boat held in readiness at 
the seashore nearby or by automobile. 


Robbery of Rumsey House. 

Mrs. Rumsey’s home was entered some 
time between 8 Saturday night and the same 
hour Sunday. Only the contents of one 
room, that usually occupied by Mrs. Rum- 
sey, were disturbed, acoording to the an- 
nouncement. 

It is the belief of Mr. Rumeey and Chief 
of Police Caswell that the robber entered 
by the front door and stole the gems while 
Mr. and Mrs. Rumsey were at the Casino, 
They left about 8 o'clock and returned at 
11. finding all the servants asleep. 

No one fn the household could remember 
having heard any sounds during the period 
the robbery must have been committed. In 
the room adjoining that of Mra. Rumsey, 
from When the jewele were taken, slept the 
nurse and child. Neither was disturbed. 

Mr. Rumsey refused to have the police 
visit. his house Sunday revening, but yes- 
terday consented and a constable remained 
m watch all night. 

The police disclaimed knowledge of the 
robbery today. Later it was announced they 
as well as private detectives were at work 
on the case. 


Pearls Worth $60,000 Stolen. 

The most valuable piece which was taken 
from the Rumsey residence was a rope of 
pearls worth $60,000. 

The rope of pearis, which contained 130 
graduated gems, was given to Mrs. Rumsey 
by her mother and had a sentimental value 
far in excess of its intrinsic worth. Other 
jewels stolen, according to a statement 
ifeued late today, include the following: 

Ruby and pearl pendant—$6,000. 

Gold pin, set with ruby solitaire—$5,000. 

Diamond brooch—$2,500. 

Gold mesh bag—$1,500.

Judge A. J. Petit, before whom the Cook 
county grand jury appeared in the afternoon 
Seeking light on the rights of witnesses rumn- 
moned before it in connection with the Bel- 
ford case, expressed the view that the etate’s 
attorney and his various assistants are with- 
out rights in the grand jury room except as 
called on by the jury for ald and advice. 

These assistant states attorneye—ueually 
three of them—havesat with the jurors, have 
directed their activities, and have done all 
the questioning of witnesses in what is sald 
to have been an effort t> build up for Hoyne 
a case that will meet with Hoyne’s entire ap- 
proval. 


Curbs State’s Attorney’s Power. 


grand jury desires it, the state's attorney 
has no right whatever to be represented in 
the room during the jury’s inquiries and de- 
liberations. 

The judge said he had instructed the grand 
jurors when they first came before him 
thet they were a body of themselves and 
by themselves; a power unto themselves. 
. « « I don't belleve they ought to take sides 
in a controversy of this kind.” 

The wholesome general effect of the Petit 
ruling will be to curb the power of a state's 
attorney to work possibie spite against citi- 
sens, and to elevate grand juries again te 
their original position of authority in initiat- 
ing inquiries. 


Brentano Writ Frees Man. 

Judge Theodore Brentano in the morning 
dealt with another phase of the same Belford 
case to which Mr. Hoyne and his large staf 
have been devoting a great share of their 
attention during the last fortnight. 

The action of Judge Brentano was to re- 
lease on a habeas corpus writ a man whe 
had been seized by the state's attorney's 
men in defiance of due process of law. The 
man was one desired by Hoyne as a witness 
before the grand jury in the Belford case. 
He was at Macatawa Park in Michigan with 
his wife and 2 months old baby. 


Locked Up with Wife and Baby. 

Imposing on Michigan authorities with per 
jured writs, two of Mr. Hoyne’s representa- 
tives seized thie man and his wife end 
child, locked them in a statergom on the 
steamboat City of Grand Repide on Mon- 
day night, and brought them to Chicago— 
absolutely without warrant by law. The 
three were packed into a cab and taken te 
Mr. Hoyne’s office early yesterday morn- 
ing, Dut the man wees released on Judge Bren- 
tano’s writ. The judge made it clear in 
his comments thet the law was higher thea 
the wishes of the state's attorney. 

The man thus saved by the judge to hie 
rights as a citizen, after being kidnaped by 
Hoyne’s men and presumably at Heyne 
direction, is Charles Schartenberg, an em- 
ployé of Tun Tinu, who, later testified 
voluntarily before the grand jury. 


Grand Jury Issue. 

The manner in which Judge Petit entered 
this case in connection with the grand jury's 
consideration of evidence in the Belford 
shooting case follows: Gerfleld McEdwards, 
@ reporter for Tun Trisunn, appeared de- 
fore the grand jury at the morning session 
in response to a subpena. He was ques- 
tioned by three assistant states attorneys, 
Johnston, Raber, and Hinckley. | 
McE4dwards answered the preliminary 
questions put to him by Johnston. who stood 
up near the foreman’s Dench. Raber and 
Hinckley, seated at the rear of the room 
among the jurors, then joined in the inter- 
rogations. 3 

The manner tn which some of the questions 
were propounded caused McEdwards to look 
closely at the pa seated among the 
jurors. He recognised | and Hinckley 
as members of Staten Attorney Hoyne’s 
staff. Refusing to be browbeaten, he de- 
clined to reply. None of the jurors asked 
a question.

Interrupt Murder Case. 


Judge Petit was trying a murder case when 
the grand jurors, accompanied by Assistant 
State's Attorneys Johnston and Raber filed 
into the room.’ Attorneys William S. Forrest 
and Weymouth Kirkland also were present 
as counsel for Max Annenberg of THE 
TRIBUNE. 

Stopping the trial before him, Judge Petit 
addressed himself to Michael J. Collins, fore- 
man of the grand jury, and inquired the 
cause for the jury's presence in court. 

Johnston and Raber sought to whisper to 
the court. He stopped them and asserted 
he did not want any secrecy. He demanded 
that th complaint be stated openly. Up to 
this time he had no knowledge of what the 
jury wanted or what issue was involved. 

A parley then ensued as to the right of 
ine state’s attorney to interrogate witnesses 
before the grand jury. After some argument 
Judge Petit stepped from the bench, invited 
tne grand jurors into his chambers and re- 
mained closeted with them for thirty 
minutes. He told the lawyers, including 
Hoyne's aids, to remain cutside. 


Raber Coaches Collins. 


As the jury started to move from the court- 
room Assistant State’s Attorney Raber 
atepped up to Foreman Collins. 

Tell him.“ he was heard to say. 

When Judge Petit emerged from his cham- 
bers with the jury he ascended the bench and 
résumed hearing the case before him. The 
jurors returned to their room. 

Foreman Collins asked Attorney Kirkland 
to have Gotthart and McEdwards appear 
again before the grand jury at 1:30 this 
morning. They will be there. Mr. Collins 
intimated the jurors might take the investi- 
gation into their ov.n hands. 


PROCEEDINGS BEFORE PETIT. 

Following is a stenographic report of the 
proceedings before Judge Petit: 

MR. JOHNSTON (Hoyne's assistant)— 
Should this be in secret, or should we disclose 
the purpose of it. 

JUDGE PETIT—I don’t know of anything 
that should be in secret. 

MR. RABER (Hoyne's assistant)—A mat- 
ter that was presented to the grand jury. 

MR. JOHNSTON—It can’t be heard in pub- 
lig, and can't be disclosed to anyone. The

THE COURT—I am told the grand jury de- 
sires to present some matter to me.

MR. COLLINS (foreman of the grand jury)

Mr. Johnston. 

THE COURT—Has he refused to answer 
any questions the grand jury has directed to 
him? 

MR. COLLINS—Through Mr. Johnston. 

THE COURT—I don't understand. I don't 
care to be technical about it, but is this an 
inquiry in which the grand jury has been 
defied, or are there questions the state's 
attorney has asked 

MR. COLLINS—No grand juror has asked 
a question, so far as I remember. In this 
particular case I don't remember of a grand 
juror asking a Man a question.

Questions His Authority. 

THE COURT—Well, I don't understand 
that the state’s attorney has any right to 
ask any question in the grand jury room 
without it is at the direction of the grand 


jury. . 

MR. JOHNSTON—Of course they have not, 
if the jury has not adopted the questions we 
are asking, but the questions are relevant 
and pertinent. 1 considered, of course, 
that the grand ju ad adopted the ques- 
ons that were asked. 

‘THE COURT—I can't inquire, Mr. John- 
ston — 5 

MR. JOHNSTON—Yes, Your Honor. 

THE COURT—The only way I can ind out 


THE COURT—That does not answer my 
question. 

MR. JOHNSTON—The reason is, the grand 
jury proceedings are secret. 

THE COURT-I am going to take this po- 
sition: Just as long as the grand jury gives 
the state’s attorney—is guided by the etate’s 
attorney, then the matter arises. The grand 
jury I instructed when they first came be- 
fore me that they were a body of them- 
selves, and by themselves, a power unto 
themselves, and if they are going to Ist the 
state have itself represente! in questions in- 
volving things of this kind, where a meu re- 
fuses to answer after he has, I assume. best. 
advised by counsel, because if they are not 
here for that purpose I cant tell for what 
purpose they are here—then I say I don't 
believe they ought to take des iu. a contro- 
versy of this kind. 


Cites Supreme Court. 


MR. JOHNSTON—Our Supreme court has 
said it is proper for the state’s attorney to be 
before the grand jury. 

MR. FORREST— May I make a suggestion, 
if the court please? 

THE COURT—I want to understand this 
matter. Do you contend that the grand jury 
has not the right to conduct its hearings irre- 
apective of the state’s attorney? 

MR. RABER—They have a right, absolute- 
ly; but it is right for them to ask the state’s 
attorney to be there and it is not right for 
them to ask anybody else to be there except 
the state's attorney. 

THE COURT-—I am not satisfied on that, at 
all. I have instructed the grand jury with 
reference to what their rights are in the be- 
ginning and what they weretodo. Now, if 
this grand jury ts conducting some examina- 
tion here and they are interested in some 
proposition of determining whether some in- 
dictment should be made, I am willing to 
take it up with the grand jury. If the grand 
jury think the character of these inquiries 
are such that they ought to be conducted in 
eecret, then I will meet with the grand jury in 
secret. 


Wishes to Withdraw. 


MR. JOHNSTON—If your honor please, the 
state will withdraw and let you meet with 
the jurors and take the stenographer. 

MR. COLLINS—About myself and jurors 
in this matter, we have always—lI think the 
majority of the jurors on the grand jury— 
assumed that the state’s attorney or his as- 
sistants should bring before the jurors the 
evidente. We have no means of getting— 
that is, I mean, we have no means—the state's 
attorney or his assistants come there with 
the evidence. They ask the questions from 
the witnesses and the questions are answered 
by the witnesses for our benefit. I have never 
yet heard it said that the jurors, without 
the assistance of the states’ attorney or his 
apsistants, bring the cases before the jurors. 
Now, if it is necessary for us to go up there 
and hear these cases without the assistance 
of the state's attorney or his assistants, why, 
of course, we can start it. 


May Call State’s Attorney. 


is to nd out whether the grand jury desires 
to have these questions answered, inde- 
pendent of what the desire of the state's at- 
torney may be. 

MR. COLLINS—It was unanimous, on the 
vote of the grand jury, that the witness 
mould answer the questions put to him by 
either Mr. Raber or Mr. Johnston; but per- 
sonally neither of the jurors asked a ques- 
tion himself. 


“Wish to Get at Merits.” 
“THE COURT—It is not necessary that it 
should be done physically by the grand jury, 
but it must be what they desire. 

MR. FORREST—We waive that question 
as to the putting of the question, and wish 
to get at the merits; but we insist, if the 
Court please, that there should be a pre- 
sentment made to the court in writing. 

MR. RABER—In this matter we maintain 
this proposition is fundamental; this is not 
a public matter, and the only matter at the 
present time here is whether or not he shall 
answer. 

THE COURT—Do you mean that the 
court is going to compel a witness to 
answer before the court knows the 
propriety of the question? 

MR. RABER—No. The court does not un- 
derstand me. My position is, we now intend 
to place the matter before the court, but 
think that matter—in presenting it it is done 
ex parte, and it is not a public matter; and 
after your honor rules whether he shall an- 
swer, if your honor rules he shall answer, 
then he is to be taken before the grand jury 
and the question put before him. Then if he 
refuses to answer—my contention is that 
éounsel cannot be heard now. 


a “No Law to Support It.” 

MR. FORREST—That is a mere contention. 
The gentieman will find no law to support it. 
MR. RABRR— Their counsel is here present. 
This is not a public hearing; a proceeding 
before a grand jury is a secret hearing, and 
to put a question here before the court in 
a public hearing is reiterating a hearing be- 
fore the grand jury. 

THE COURT—Well, this is very 
aure, that this court is not going to 
hold any secret hearing with refer- 
ence to anything. What transpires 
in this court will transpire in the 
open and in public; and if the state's 
attorney has any presentment, or the 
grand jury any presentment, to make 
they may make ‘it in a legal manner 
se the court can pass upon it. 

MR. JOHNSTON—Your honor will be given 
all the information necessary, if the court 


please. 
THE COURT —Then why don't you give it 


MR. JOHNSTON—Well, it is suggested, 
your honor, this is not a public matter in 
which counsel may represent parties on the 
other side. 


“Not Concerned with’ Counsel.” 

THE COURT—I am not concerned with 
counsel on the other side at all. I am con- 
cerned now with the grand jury and the in- 
quiry that they make of the court. 

MR. JOHNSTON—This is a question here 
simply of procedure, and how the inquiry 
should be made; whether in the open court, 
in the presence of all the spectators and coun- 
gel representing one of the parties or both of 
the parties that are before the court, or 
whether the court should exclude all persons 
except the grand jury or those the grand 
jury’ may request to remain. 

MR. RABER —It is just the same as if your 
honor went before the grand jury and in- 
structed them to answer and proceed in a 
Care, a proceeding before the grand jury. 


THE COURT—That is not necessary, and 
you have a right to call in the state's attor- 
ney. 

MR. COLLINS—I am simply putting myself 
plain. 

THE COU RT—I tried to make that plain to 
you, and the orderly administration of ,jus- 
tice requires it in the ordinary casés—but 
when the grand jury and _ -iate’sattorney 
and some of the witnesse eet into a snarl, 
where we have got to rule strictly, then this 
court proposes to rule strictly; and, now 
that you happen to have gotten into the snar! 
and can't seem to get along with the adminis- 
tration of your work, then this court proposes | 
to hew right straight to the line and will deal 
with the grand jury alone. 


Johnston Speaks Again. 
MR. JOHNSTON—If your honor please, 
may I have one word further, as to how this 
matter comes here, and I think the grand jury 
will bear Me out, and the record, too; they 
didn’t come here on motion of the state’s 
attorney. They were asked questions, and 
others of the grand jury in regard to this 
witness who refuses to anewer questions— 
isn’t that correct, Mr. Collins? 

MR. COLLINS—Yes, sir. 

MR. JOHNSTON—We didn’t ask them to 
come here——. 

THE COURT—I don't see why you should 
become excited over it. 

MR. JOHNSTON—I am not in the least 
excited. 

THE COURT—I have not intimated in the 
slightest it grew out of any fraud. and don't 
even know what case it is in or who the wit- 
ness is; but I say it now appears that an 
error has arisen. The grand jury comes to me 
and not the state's attorney; that is my posi- 
tion. 

MR. JOHNSTON—Well, the state Will with- 


‘draw, your honor. 


Calls Request Unprecedented. 

MR. FORREST—May I make a suggestion? 
The request of the state’s attorney is un- 
precedented. You go through these things 
over here, the last thirty years, and you wi!) 
not find any case in the books anywhere 
where their course is adopted. Their course 
is because of their lack cf exnerienceinth ee 
matters, and not for any other reason what- 
ever. This is not a question before the « urt 
as to whether or not the witness shel! te 
required here to make answer before you; 
the question before the court is as to whether 
the witness shall be requir d to make arswer 
to the questions before the grand jury When 
the grand jury retire after your hono has 
passed upon the admissibility of the yu s- 
tion. You will find no case cnywhere sanc- 
tioning that precedent, and the court hus not 
the power in any event to act upon the rignts 
of any individual privately. 


Raber Makes Suggestion. 

MR. RABER-—I want to make this furtner 
suggestion. Whether or not this witness is 
in contempt of this court arises after he re- 
fuses to obey the order of this court, and at 
that time he has his hearing. He is no party 
to this proceeding and cannot in any way 
be represented in any manner until he be- 
| comes a party to a proceeding. That f+ the 
proceeding down in the United States court 
in bankruptcy. 

THE COURT—We haven't come to that yer. 

MR. RABER—Your honor, that is the next 
move. 

THE COURT —I say we have not got to that 
yet.

The judge and the grand jurors at this 
point stepped into the judge's chambers, 
followed by the stenographers, and the Ste- 
nographers were not allowed by ine court 
to remain. After some little time ths judge 
and the grand jurors returned to the court- 
room, the jurors passing out and the jucge 
arcending the bench. 

As the judge took his seat again on the 
bench he said. 

“The proceedings of the grand jury are 
secret.” 


THE SCHARTENBERG MATTER. 

The phase of the Belford case on which 
Judge Brentano granted the habeas corpus 
writ is given in detail as follows: 

At 4:30 o'clock yesterday morning the 
steamer City of Grand Rapids was warped 
into its moorings at the Graham and Morton 
Transportation docks in the Chicago river. 

Locked in stateroom 248 on the steamer was 
Charles Schartenberg, a traveling 
sentative of THz Trisune, his invalid 
and 2 months old baby. Detectives Flanni- 
gan and Carlin of State's Attorney Maclay 
Hoyne'’s personal staff stood guard at the 
door of the stateroom.

They served a fugitive warrant, issued by 
the Grand Haven authorities. 


Fake Warrant Is Issued. 

The warrant was issued on the representa- 
tion that Schartenberg was wanted in Chi- 
cago on a charge of assault with intent to 
murder Belford, who was shot at midnight 
on July 5, during a riot that followed the tak- 
ing of a flashlight picture of the gambling 
resort of Frank Lerner, 818 Maxwell street, 
gince closed by Mayor Harrison. 

The fugitive warrant had been secured 
upon the above representation, which was 


admitted at the state’s attorney's office yes- 
terday to be a perjury. The fugitive war- 
rant was not served by the Ottawa county or 
Grand Haven authorities, the only ones who 
had power to act in Michigan. It was served 
by Hoyne’s detectives. The fugitive war- 
rant, even if it had not been a fraud, did 
not authorize the removal of Schartenberg 
from the state. 

Carlin and Flannigan ransacked Schar- 
tenberg's trunks, confiscated his papers and 
effects, insulted his wife, who is an invalid 
under the care of a nurse, and removed them 
from the hotel by force. 


“Arrest” the Man’s Wife. 

Schartenberg protested against the illegal 
abduction. He asked that at least his wife 
be left at the hotel. He asked the detectives 
not to frighten his wife. Carlin and Flanni- 
gan replied by informing Mrs. Schartenberg 
that she was under arrest. 

Mr. and Mrs. Schartenberg and the 2 
months old baby were then hustled into a 
wagon and rushed down to the dock where 
the steamer was about to leave. Through 
her nurse Mrs. Schartenberg got word to 
Tur "TRIBUNE in Chicago that she and her 
husband had been kidnaped by armed men 
and were being taken aboard the steamer. 
On the trip across the lake attempts on the 
part of Schartenberg or his wife to commu- 
nicate with other passengers on the boat 
were met with insults and affronts from the 
two detectives, who finally locked them in 
the stateroom and stood guard at the door. 


Await Arrival at Boat. 

Attorneys W. 8. Forrest, Benjamin Bach- 
rach and Weymouth Kirkland awaited the 
arrival of the boat on information which 
Mrs. Schartenberg's nurse had forwarded. 
With them was Max Annenberg, circulation 
manager of THE TRIBUNB, who is now under 
investigation by the state’s attorney in oon- 
nection with the shooting of Belford. 

As soon as the steamef docked, Mr. Annen- 
berg. with permission from the dock super- 
intendent, boarded the boat and walked to 
stateroom 243, which was occupied by Mr. 
and Mrs. Schartenberg and the baby. Mrs. 
Schartenberg had been hysterical during the 
night as the result of brutal treatment by 
Carlin and Flannigan, who at the boat landing 
began an assault on Schartenberg’s friends. 


Brutal Beating of Newsboy. 

James Lawrance, a neweboy, was brutally 
beaten and nearly knocked into the river. His 
assailant, Flannigan, knew he was immune 
from prosecution and felt that he had politi. 
cal backing strong enough to protect him 
from the trial board of the police department. 

Then down a lane of bluecoats Mr. and Mrs. 
Schartenberg were placed in a closed auto- 
mobile. Carlin and Flannigan and as many 
policemen as could get in followed. The party 
was driven immediately to the Criminal 
Court building, where the prisoners were 
taken into the office of States Attorney 
Hoyne. Behind closed doors Mre. Scharten- 
berg was subjected to insult. 


Apply for Habeas Corpus Writ. 

Upon the arrival of Judge Brentano in the 
Criminal court at 9:30 the attorneys present- 
ed petitions for writs of habeas corpus. The 
petitions were filed and the writs granted. 

This brought Assistant State’s Attorney 
Henry Berger before the court under order to 
produce Mr. and Mrs. Schartenberg. The 
writs had been served personally on Hoyne 
and Detectives Sheehan and McKenna, who 
had the man and his wife in custody. 

„Mr. Schartenberg is now before the grand 
jury.“ said Mr. Berger, explaining his non- 
compliance with the court’s order to bring 
them into court. 

We have no objection to his testifying be- 
fore the grand jury,“ said Attorney Forrest, 
„ but we do want the right to advise him as 
to his right# He has been illegally brought 
out of the state of Michigan, without due 
process of law. There was a charge sworn 
to against him by the state's attorney’s men 
in Michigan. If Mr. Schartenberg is under 
charge, it is the law that he doesn't have to 
testify before grand jury—doesn’t even 
have to be sword We want an opportunity 
to talk to our client.“ 


Right to Talk to His Lawyers. 
Representation was then made that the 


state’s attorney had offered to allow Schar- 
| tenberg an interview with his attorneys, but 


, Only in the presence of an assistant state's 


attorney. Lawyers in the courtroom pro- 
nounced this an “ absurdity.” 

Judge Brentano stated the law to the as- 
sistant state's attorney that Schartenberg 
had a right to talk to his attorneys without 
the presence of the state's attorney's repre- 
sentatives. He made it plain that the law 
was above the desires of the state's attor- 
ney. 

Then you want us, said Assistant State's 
Attorney Berger, apparently in surprise, “ to 
take this man away from thegrand jury and 
bring him here now? 

Most certainly.“ the court ruled. This 
court takes precedence over the grand jury. 
This court has the power. I now enter an 
order that you bring him here instantly“ 


Produce Him in Court. 


After a longer delay, during which time 
Schartenberg was made to remain in the 
grand jury room, he was brought into Judge 
Brentano's court, accompanied by a squad of 
Hoyne’s detectives, headed by Detective 
Sheehan. 

Judge Brentano allowed Mr. Schartenberg 
and his attorney to use the court chambers 
for consultation. In the conference Mr. 
Schartenberg was informed of his rights and 
urged to go before the grand jury and tes- 
tify, but not to submit to force or insults at 
the hands of Hoyne’s men, nor to allow him- 
self to be browbeaten by the state’s attorney 
himself. 

As the party stepped out of the judge's 
chambers Detectives Sheehan and McKenna 
stepped roughly to Schartenberg's side and 
seized him. Attorney Bachrach immediately 
remonstrated. 


Not Even a Subpena, 


“This man is not in your custody,’ he said. 
“You have no warrant for him. You are 
holding him without reason. You haven't 
even served a subpcena on him.” 

“I’m not taking prune from you,” replied. 
Sheehan. 

Then at least you can respect the orders 
ofithis court,“ replied the attorney as he com- 
plained to the judge about the seizure of his 
client. 

After this man appears before the grand 
jury.“ said Mr. Berger, he is to be taken to 
the Maxwell street station ané booked ona 
charge of disorderly conduct.’ 

Have you got the warrant?” asked Judge 
Brentano. 

No. I ain’t got it, Sheehan replied, “* but 
I think it is over at the station.” 


A Voluntary Witness, 


“Mr. Hoyne hes agreed to withdraw that 
warrant,“ said Mr. Forrest. 

Berger said he knew of no agreement. 
Berger and Forrest went to the state's at- 
torney’s Office. Attorney Bachrach com- 
plained to the court of the continued con- 
duct of Sheehan and requested that if Mr. 
Schartenberg was to remain in oustody that 
he be placed in the custody of the court’s 
bailiff. The court granted the motion, took 
Mr. Schartenberg out of the hands of Shee- 
han, and turned him over to the bailiff. 

Upon the return of Berger and Forrest, the 
Hoyne agree ment having been verified, Judge 
Brentano formally dismissed Mr. and Mrs. 
Schartenberg from custody. Schartenberg 
then returned voluntarily to the grand jury 
rooms and gave his testimony. 


CANNON UNHURT IN AUTO SPILL, 


Former Speaker and Daughter Land 
Right Side Upin Plunge Into Creek 
Near Danville. 


Danville, III., July 29.—Not for a second 
did former Speaker Joseph G. Cannon re- 
Uinquish his grip on the big black stogy he 
was smoking when his automobile plunged 
down a steep bank and lit right side up in 
a small lake in Springhill cemetery this 
evening.

Hearst-Hoyne domination in Democratic ’ 


politics was jolted in the Fifteenth ward last 
night when the city hall contingent ousted 
Assistant State’s Attorney Henry A. Berger 
as ward committeeman. 

The organization also rejected Berger's 
demand that Isaac A. Doff be named as his 
successor. Doff, who is now chief aid to 
Bailiff Anton Cermak of the Municipal . 
formerly was County Judge Owens man 
Friday.“ 

J. M. Lavinthal, an unsuccessful, cand!- 
date for municipal judge in the last general 
election, who will be a candidate, next year, 
finally was chosen for the vacancy after 
assurances had been given the organization 
that he would not take orders from Berger. 


Mayor Given Advance Information. 

The night meeting, which was decidedly 
lively, was preceded by a stormy session dur- 
ing the afternoon in Mayor Harrison's office, 
when the mayor and Congressman A. J. 
Sabath, chairman of the Hearst-Harrison 
county organization, were informed Hoyne 
and Hearstism would not be tolerated on the 
west side. 

The anti-Hearst precinct committeemen 
were in a decided majority in the ward meet- 
ing, as they were among the score who called 
on the mayor. H. N. Greenfield, who could 
have been elected ward committeeman had 
he not withdrawn in the interest of harmony, 
was outspoken in his attack on the Hearst 
crowd. 

*“‘As I told the mayor,” said Greenfield, 
“TI admit allegiance to Harrison, but not to 
Hearst and Berger.“ 

Greenfield also paid his respects to Con- 
gressman Sabath and charged the congress- 
man with having a key to the “ back door 
of the mayor's office.” 


Jews Decide Iseue. 

Lavinthal and Ignats Schwarts, repre- 
senting a part of the Jewish element in the 
ward, at first resented Greenfield’s attacks. 
Lavinthal subsided, however, when Warren 
Phinney, assistant chief clerk of the board 
of election commissioners; Frank Delaby, 
chairman of the meeting; and Dan Henman, 
the other ward committeeman, indicated 
their friendliness to Greenfield. 

It was announced Mayor Harrison favored 
the retention of Henman on the county com- 
mittee and desired that if a successor to 
Berger was named the Jewish precinct men 
should name him. 

The majority, which had ousted Berger by 
a vote of 14 to 1—severa!l of Berger's friends 
refusing to vote—spurned this proposal and 
quickly rejected Doff when his name was 
suggested. 

Berger, it developed; has moved from the 
ward to the south side, but had insisted upon 
dictating Fifteenth ward affairs. He offered 
to resign providing Doff was picked to suc- 
ceed him and when this was refused he with- 
drew his resignation. 


Berger Branded as Dtsturber. 

Berger’s small coterie of followers sought 
to have the organization accept his resigna- 
tion. In this they aso failed, the anti- 
Hearst-Hoyne faction insisting upon adopt- 
ing a resolution branding him as a disturber 
and eliminating him from the politics of the 
ward. 

Michael Grace, who faile@ of election as 
alderman on the H.-H. ticket last spring, of- 
fered the resolution against Berger and was 
one of the leaders in the fight against the 
Hoyne-~Hearst régime. He was among the 
last to agree to the harmony proposal to elect 
Lavinthal. 

In anticipation of trouble—also for pur“ 
poses of intimidation, Greenfield charged— 
two uniformed policemen and half a dogeu 
plain clothes men were detailed toattend the 
meeting. Although the session was turbu- 
lent and the shouts of the speakers oould be 
heard for a block, personal clashes were 
avoided.

| SELECTION LONG .DELAYED. 


Appointee Becomes a Leading Figure 
in the Administration. 


Springfield, I., July 29.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Dunne today announced the appointment of 
Rufus M. Potts as state superintendent of 
insurance to succeed Fred W. Potter. The 
announcement marked the close of the most 
bitter and protracted fight in which the Illi- 
nois Democracy has engaged since its suc- 
cessful candidates began dividing state pat- 
ronage. 

It was expected Potts would be appointed 
immediately after Gov. Dunne’s induction 
into office, but there developed strong opposi- 
tion to him within the party. Part of the op- 
position was political and part of a business 
character. All of it was formidable and it 
has taken months for Potts’ friends to beat it 
down. 

The first protest against Potts’ appointment 
came from men connected with the Reisch 
Indemnity company, which ts engaged in the 
businese of imsuring liquor dealers. 


Attacked from Many Angles. 

Potts formerly was connected with the 
company and it was feared by these men 
that he would use hie position to geteven ” 
with them because of business differences. 
Later this opposition was withdrawn, but 
in the meantime a number of Democratic po- 
littcal factions had convbined agains him. 
Potts has been compelled to defemd himself 
from accusations against hie Democracy, his 
integrity, and his habita, Even his religious 
beliefs have been assailed. Hie victory, un- 
der the circumstances, makes him quite a 
figure in the administration. 


Specialized in Insurance. 

Potts is 40 years old and an attorney who 
has specialized in insurance law. He was 
county judge of Christian county from 1892 
to 1896 and practiced law at Taylorville for 
a number of years. 

Hight years ago he removed to Springfield 
and since coming here has organized two in- 
surance companies. He has written much on 
the subject and has been active too, in assist, 
ing with the preparation of legislation af- 
fecting Illinois insurance. He is thoroughly 
familiar with the insurance department.

Boy May Have Been Slain and 
“Planted” in Berry Patch. 


REVENGE POSSIBLE MOTIVE. 


Negroes Suspected by the Police, Who 
Follew All Clews. 


Three lines of inquiry were followed by de- 
tectives yesterday in an attempt to find a 
promising clew to the slayer of 14 year old 
Bennie Holstein, whose body was found on 
Monday in a berry patch near Morgan park. 

The theory most generally adhered to is 
that the boy wandered intoa strange and des- 
olate district looking for a job, met With a 
group of bad characters—probably negroes— 
and was killed while resisting maltreatment. 

Opposed to this is the contention of the cor- 
oner’s physicien that the body was brought 
from a distance after death and pianted ”’ 
where it was found. 

A third theory—that of the Shakespeare 
avenue police—te that the murder was due to 
revenge and committed by some acquaintance 
with whom the boy had quarreled. 


One Arrest Made in Case. 

One arrest wae made. It is that of 
Beauford Slaughter, an 18 year old negro 
who lives and was seen in the vicinity of 
the murder at the time it was supposed to 
have taken place. The other of the two 
negroes who were seen with two small white 
boys is believed to be Paul Clements, also 
18 who !s, according to police reports, in 
the workhouse at Rock Island. to which place 
he had beaten his way after the date of the 
murder. 

Slaughter was found to have left his house 
at the hour the newspapers containing the 
news of the firding of the body reached the 
neighborhood 

The casual manner and conflicting stories 
of Sam Holstein, the e@ier brother of the 
dead lad, and his friend Sam Adelstein. who 
sent the misleading postal card from Wau- 
kegan on Sunday, caused then reéxamina- 
tion by Capt. Henry E. Gorman of the Shake- 
speare avenue station. They are both un- 
der surveillance but hot under arrest. 


Dead Boy’s History Disclosed, - 

The examination of the smal! boys in the 
neighborhood disclosed the entire past his- 
tory of the dead boy, without, however, lead- 
ing to a clew to the identity of his murderer. 
Many boyhood “scraps” were rehashed. 
Bennie seems to have been a quarrelsome, 
vagrant sort of lad, not overfond of school 
and giving to idling in the outskirts of the 
city. His favorite pastime was shooting 
“craps.” 

The Saturday before the youth dieappeared 
he had bet out for the Desplaines river by a 
route not @fssimilar from that which goes 
te Morgan Park, in company with his broth- 
er, Sam, and Sam Adeistein. According to 
the latter they gave up their venture, re- 
turned home late, and slept in the barn fy 
which the elder Holstein keeps his peddler's 
cart. On Sunday afternoon Bennie proposed 
the expedition again. He was last seen in 
the neighborhood at 9 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing, July 21. A hole. which may have been 
an attempt to dig a grave for the body, was 
found near the spot where tha body was die- 
covered. :

Mrs. J. L. Murphy Bests T. L. 
Murphy, Rival Undertaker. 


NAME MIXUP WAR SLOGAN. 


Relatives of Automobile Victim Fail 
te Note Initials. 


If John Fitegerald, in his coffin at Mrs. J. 
L. Murphy's undertaking establishment at 
3261 East Ninety-second street, was awa.e 
of all the excitement he created in South 
Chicago yesterday he certainly gave no 
sign of it. 

Mr. Fitegeraid, who formerly resided in 
Pittsburgh, departed this Rte on June 4 
when he was struck by an automobile. His 
body was taken to the Sotth Chicago hos- 
pital. 

Then Mr. Fitzgerald was allowed promptly 
to drop out of mind. As a matter of fact. 
however, he had just arrived at the period 
in his career when he was to become an in- 
dividual of public interest. 


First Murphy Enters on Scene. 

As is the practice when patients die a“ the 
hospital, the hospital undertaker, T. L. Mur- 
phy of 0256 South Chicago avenue, was 
asked to come and take the body away. At 
the same time a telegram was sent to Mr. 
Fitzgerald's relatives i:. Pitteburgh infcrm- 
ing them that Mr. Fitzgergld was no more, 

They arrived in South Chicago three or 
four days later and were informed the body 
was at Murphy's uaodertaking rooms. 
They went to the establishment of Mrs J. 
L. Murphy at 8261 Bast Ninety-second street. 
They did not find the dead man's body there, 
but they did find Mrs. Murphy. She proved 
to be a hly agreeable woman—so agreéec- 
able that before the relatives departed they 
left an order with her to prepare Fitzgerald's 
body for burial. 

With this order in her haad Mra. Murphy 
applied to T. L. Mufphy’'s establishment for 
the body. T. L. Murphy declined with em- 
phasis to give it up. A great deal of n- 
versation was indulged in at this meeting 
and the well known Murphy family, its ori- 
gin and its future, was discussed in all its 
branches. ) 


Replevins the Body. 

Everything comes to an end, however, and 
so did this particular debate, When Mrs. 
Murphy came away finally she came away 
without the body. She had not given up the 
fight yet, however. She made a call on her 
lawyer. 

The lawyer advised getting out a writ of 
replevin. Mrs. Murphy put up a bond and 
got out the writ. The writ forbade T. L. 
Murphy to make any disposition of the body 
of Fitzgerald until the wisdom of the courts 
had been invoked to ascertain who should 
have the right to bury it. 

That knotty problem was decided in Judge 
David Sullivan's court yesterday. The judge 
after listening to all the evidence arrived at 
the éonclusion that it was Mrs. J. L. Murphy 
and none other who had the right to bury 
him. Judgment was accordingly entered, 
with 1 cent damages in favor of Mrs. Mur- 
phy. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was still in his coffin last 
night.

Chicagoans during nearly two hours yes- 
terday suffered from the hottest tempera- 
ture recorded this year. Shortly after noom, 
the mercury in the thermometer in the 
weather coop on top of the federal building 
began to climb past the 90 degree Fahrenheit 
mark and at 5 o'clock it reached 99 degrees— 
the record for the year. The record regis- 
tration remained until after 6 o'clock, when 
the mercury dropped two degrees. 0 

The relative humidity during the day was 
low, being 36 pressur¢ at the time of thai 
high temperature, and the morning was 
cooled by winds coming at intervals from 
the north at a rate of twenty-five miles an 
hour, The weather experts predict a con- 
tinuation of the heat wave for another day, 
Showers and a shift of wind to the north - 
west are predictions for tomorrow.

Washifgton, D. C., July 29.—[Special.]— 
Col. Martin M. Mulhall told the senate 
lobby investigating committee today the 
story of his work for James T. McDermott, 
the Democratic union labor representative 


of the Chicago stockyards district, in the 


1912 primary campaign. 

The account of the financial aid given the 
congressman, who carries a union labor card, 
dy the former chief lobbyist of the National 
Association of Manufacturers was substan- 
tiated by numerous letters and other docu- 
ments. 

Mulhall related his operations in obtain- 
ing campaign funds from manufacturers for 
McDermott. He told of obtaining a check 
for $250 from Harold F. McCormick, t?egs- 
urer of the International Harvester com- 
pany. This check, which was made pay- 
able to Mulhall, the lobbyist cashed. He 
said this had been agreed on as his com- 
pensation. — 

Made Second Check Good. 

Later McDermott obtained a duplicate 
eheck from Mr. McCormick and had it cashed 
with Muthall's name indorsed on it. 

The Merchants’ Loan and Trust company 

ed that had been committed 
and McDermott repaid the amount. 

ring the day Majority Leeder Under- 
wood of the house-of representatives ap- 
‘peared before the committee and denied that 
he ever hed seen Mufhall before. He de- 
nounced Mulhall as a liar and blackmeailer. 

This denial was elicited by the statement 
made by Mulhall yesterday that he once 
talked with Underwood on legislative mat- 
ters in which the lobby was interested. 


Wrote McDermott Was Broke. 

Letters from I. H. McMichael to Mulhall 
were introduced showing that McMichael, 
who was McDermott's confidential man, 
urged the colonel to go out to Chicago to 
take part in McDermott’s primary campaign 
last year. Writing from Washington to Mul- 
hall in Baltimore, in March, McMichael said: 

I had a letter from Mc. this morning, and 
he is in a hell of a hole, and wired me to 
send him my salary check for this month. 


There is not one cent in the bank, and he is | 
_ verdrawn. Now can't you get hold of a lit’ 
tile money, that is, enough to take you to 


Chicago, as when you get there he can fix 
everything up as far as the hotel and 
account will go? 3 

Let me hear from you by wire wi m you 
get this letter.“ 

Mulhall identified a receipt for $250 sent 
him by the McCormick estate for his signa- 
ture, and testified he did not receive this 
until some time later, after his return to 
Baltimore, because, the day on which i 
reached the hotel he had expected to leave 
for Baltimore, and in accordance with orders 
the mail clerk forwarded it to Baltimore.

In reply to this letter Mulhall wrote Mc- 
Michael telling him he did not feel he was 
under any obligations to McDermott; that 
McDermott did not pay his expenses while 
in Chicago as he promised; that he did not 
receive any consideration from McDermott 
or his managers while there, that he was still 
$50 out of pocket He told McMichael that 
the $250 McCormick check paid only a part 
of the campaign expenses incurred by him. 

For those reasons I can't understand 
why he [McDermott] has turned this mat- 
ter over to you, or why you are writing 
about this check that came to me, he con-

Takes Up Matter with McDermott. 

Under date of June 4, 1912, Mulhall wrote

lie, for you certainly know that yo had my | 
time for twenty-four days without cost, and 
besides I collected for you, above all ex- 
penses, over $500 while I was in Chicago. 
Another thing you have certainly ac- 
knowledged a dozen times, and that is that 
you did not have a list of the manufacturers 
in your district, and never did any business 


when I came td Chicago on the 28th of last 
March you were utterly unable to give me 
any list to work from, and you claimed your- 
self that you could not spare the time at that 
late day to make a canvass of the manufac- 
turers yourself. , 

“I will close this letter to you by saying 
that my efforts for you in the past deserve 
better treatment than for you to allow that 
petty grafter in your office to write me the 
insulting letter that he did.“ 


Bank Takes Up Check Matter. 

The letter from the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company of Chicago to its Baltimore 
connection was read into the record. The 
Chicago institution asked that Mulhall be 
requested to make affidavit to the forgery on 
the duplicate McCormick check. This, the 
evidence showed, Mulhall did. The affidavit 
was made a part of the record. 

Senator Reed—Did you ever learn who it 
was that indorsed your name upon the back, 
of that duplicate check? 

Mr. Mulhall-Not until after I had an inter- 
view with Mr. McDermott over here in 
Washington at a later date. I want to say 
that about one-fifth of this correspondence 


tor Mr. McDermott he did go to McCormick 
and get a duplicate check, and his statement 
was to me that he got such a check and had 
that check indorsed, it seems, to me, and 
cashed, but I knew nothing of these tranzac- 
tions until I reached Baltimore, so he forged 
my name to that check. : 


‘ * Glark and Mann in Denials.

Wants a Bond Inquiry. 

The McAdoo statement presented too good 
an opportunity to be overlooked by members 
of the house who are resisting the president's 
banking plan. Representative Henry of 
Texas brought forward today ea proposition 
to instruct the banking and currency com- 
mittee to investigate the charges made by 
Secretary McAdoo, declaring it to be the dyty 
of the house to give such instructions and to 
ascertain if the charges are true before pro- 
ceeding further with legislation. 

It has been the contention of Representa- 
tive Henry that the investigation of banking 
methods in the United States, only partly 
made by the money trust investigation, 
should be resumed, and that these banking 
methods should be considered in connection 
with any proposed reform in the banking sys- 
tem. 


Place Blame on McAdoo. 

Conservative leaders complained some 
weeks ago that the chaotic condition of af- 
faire in the house committee on banking and 
currency was due in large part to ill advised 
remarks made publicly and privately by See- 
retary McAdoo. 

It was recalled that one night Mr. McAdoo 
came out with a statement that the Glase- 
Owen bill would be amended to protect hold- 
ers of 2 per cent bonds used to secure na- 
tional bank note circulation. 

The day following Chairman Glass offered 
an amendment patterned along the lines of 
the McAdoo statement. The radicals held a 
war dance. They wanted to know whether 
the committee was to be permitted to shape 
the bill or whether it was to be written be- 
tween sessions by the secretary af the treas- 
ury. 

It was soon after this that an intimation 
was given the secretary of the treasury that 
it would be better all around if he refrained 
from public discussion of banking and cur- 
rency legislation. Mr. McAdoo remained si- 
lent for a time. 


Inquiry Into Bond Sale. 

New York, July 28.—[Special.]—Officers of 
the New York stock exchange began today a 
rigorous investigation of the circumstances 
surrounding the sale of $25,000 of United 
States government 2 per cent coupon bonds 
made last Saturday at 95%. Thetransaction 
aroused immediate suspicion from the fact 
that it was made with a proviso that the 
bonds should be delivered at the end of 
twenty days without interest. 

While such sales are made occasionally 
for the accounts of foreign holders who want 
time in which to get the bonds to this side, it 
was strongly suspected that this transaction 


represented a short sale made for the pur- 


pose of depressing the price. 

The broker who sold the bonds was ques- 
tioned Saturday and is said to have sold the 
securities on his own account, in the belief 
that he could buy them back within his 
twenty days and make a profit on them.

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POLITICS OR IGNORANCE? 

Secretary McAdoo’s charge that in his 
opinion certain New York banks were ina 
conspiracy to discredit the administration’s 
currency bill by causing a fall in the mar- 
ket price of government 2 per cent bonds from 
around par to 954, serves unfortunately to 
lessen confidence in the soundness of the mo- 
tive inspiring the administration to force 
on the banks of the country a currency meas- 
ure against features of which such strong 
objection has been made. <A good part of 
the people, and the most important inter- 
ests in banking, will admit the secretary 
has reason to suspect hostility on the part 
of certain New York bankers. . The secre- 
tary will even find encouragement in his dis- 
trust of the character of some of their bank- 
ing practices. But thoughtful people will 
expect a greater degree of dignity and a 


& wider knowledge of financial operations than

this assertion reveals in an officer of the 
government under whose direct supervision 
it is proposed the head of the entire banking 
and currency plan of the country is to be, 
since, according to the terms of the adminis- 
tration bill, the governor of the federal re- 
serve board shall act “subject to the su- 
pervision of the secretary of the treasury 
and board,” all of whom are appointees of 
the president.

When there is considered the conse- | 


quences involved in causing a decline in 
the price of government 2 per cent bonds 
and the resulting depreciation in $754,000,- 
000 holdings of the banks of the country, 
the assertion of the secretary of the treas- 
ury appears either ominously disingenuous 
or ridiculous. 

It is to be noted that the banks are not 
the only owners of the 2 per cent bonds. The 
total amount of that issue outstanding is 
604,250, 150, of which the/banks own as se- 
curity for their bank note circulation 8616, 


241,452, leaving $30,008,700 in the hands 


of owners other than the banks. The mar- 
ket price at par or better for the issue has 
only been possible because of the bank cir- 
eulation privilege. Once the outside hold- 
ers of $80,000,000 of the bonds become 
alarmed at the prospect of the circulation 
and consequently fictitious value becoming 
impaired, and a fall in prices to an invest- 
ment basis, these owners seek to dispose 
of their holdings. The government 4 per 
cent bonds are quoted around 110. At that 
price they net the investor approximately 
3.63 per cent. Similarly the 2 per cents if 
sold on an investment basis, would com- 
mand a price around 75. . 

The secretary points out that these 2 per 
cents may be converted into 3s. That is 
true in the case of banks holding them for 
circulation purposes. But the pending cur- 
rency bill makes no provision for holderg 
other than the banks funding their 2s inte 
8s. The public mind has become therefore 
disturbed on the question and finds immedi- 
ate expression in offers to sell and lower 
prices. A. 

The 2 per cenfs, however, are not the 
only issue that has lost in price. The high 
quotation for the 2s since Jan. 1 was 101, 
now about 95%. The high price for the 
1925 4 per cents was 114\, now around 110. 
This latter is a decline of 4 points in the 
issue, which, however, is also employed for 
circulation purposes, though to an amount: 
of but $32,724,000. 

Again, the secretary is of the opinion that 
if the country banks be stirred up they 
would aid the New York banks in the op- 
position of the latter to the currency bill. 
The country institutions own, for the pur- 
pose of securing circulation and covering 
government deposits, $514,082,690 of differ- 
ent issues of government bonds, nearly all 
286, however, of the total of $754,233,022 
owned by all the banks. These country 
banks have from the beginning asserted 
their dissatisfaction with the bill and coupled 
with it a declaration that they woulg ve 
ap their national charters rather than go 
into the new system. Should their char- 
ters be abandoned their government bond 
holdings would be impaired in market value, 
a situation again sufficient to cause unrest 
among all holders of government bonds. 

But the country banks have their own 
objections to the currency bill which do not 
depend in any way on the attitude of New 
York. If the federal reserve board should 
insist upon the country banks keeping, as 
the act provides, all their required 15 per 
cent reserve in either their own vaults or 

with the federal reserve banks, the coun- 
try institutions would be deprived of 2 per 
cent interest on the three-fifths of their 
total reserve requirements, which total now 
amounts to $541,600,928. Three-fifths is 
total reserve requirements, which total now 
draws 2 per cent interest from the reserve 
city banks with which it is lod%ed. The 2 
per cent interest amounts to $6,499,211, or 
y 1.06 per cent on the entire $610,052,082 eapi- 


tal stock of the country banks. Should the 


federal reserve board see fit to leave one- 
thing of the country bank reserves free, 
whieh the board may do, the loss in inter- 


| est to the country institutions would still 


be $2,888,588, or 4-10 of 1 per cent, on their 
capital stock. In this loss no account is 
taken of the 654,100,000 of capital which 
they would have to contribute to the fed- 
eral reserve banks, being the required 10 
per cent subscription to the stock of the 
latter, 

For Secretary McAdoo to accuse the 
banks of impairing their investments for 
the purpose of opposing the currency meas- 
ure is to exhibit an inadequate conception 
of banking and investment, or broad mar- 
ket conditions, and a lack of breadth to deal 
with the questions involved. He reflects 
not only on his own capacity for leadership 
but also on the entire administration’s abil- 
Ity to command the confidence of the coun- 
try for the proposed banking and currency 
plans.

PANAMA IN DANGER. 

Our Democratic congress is maintaining 
a schedule of tolls for the use of the Pan- 
ama canal, the purpose of which is to dis- 
criminate in favor of the coastwise shipping 
trust and the interests controlling the dock- 
age of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 

While the law is excused by its proponent 
on the ground of hostility to the railroads, 
its real danger is to the vast bulk of busi- 
ness men not located to take special advan- 
tage of Panama canal traffic. 

“ The Panama canal toll law is a flat viola- 
tion of existing treaties, a breach of the 
nation’s word. 

If foreign powers should think that it 
was detrimental to their commercial inter- 
ests as well as to their rights, they might 
well become disposed to hostilities. Any 
foreign power capturing the canal not only 
could relieve itself from discrimination, but 
in turn could discriminate against Ameri- 
can commerce. 

Having given ample excuse, if not suffi- 
cient reason, for hostilities, congress has 
obstinately refused to protect the canal zone 
against attack. 

In the handling of the Panama matter 
congress has shown a subservience to spe- 
cial interests, a lack of national good faith, 
and an absence of ordinary codmon sense 
unsurpassed in parliamentary history.

DOOR FANS FOR FLIES. 
N De Kalb, UL, there is a saloon with 
a large wooden biade electric fan outside 
the front door. It is suspended from the 
roof of the vestibule of the open corner 
entrance. It serves a double purpose. 
Flies do not like a windy place, as the out- 
side of the screen doors is kept free from 
flies, the number finding entrance to the in- 
terior of the galoon is greatly reduced. 
The fly problem in a saloon is a difficult 
one, Beer is good fly-bait. The second 
purpose is that the cool, well fanned saloon 
is inviting in hot weather.

I had never seen or heard of this method 
until the July number of the North Carolina 
bulletin came to hand. Some tarheel res- 
taurant keeper had beaten the De Kalb 
saloonkeeper. Dr. Booker writes that 
the number of flies in the dining room was 
reduced to almost none. Ihe owner had 
found that the arrangement keeps the flies 
out and serves as a first class advertise 
ment. 

The bulletin says: “ Grocers, butchers, 
bakers, confectioners, hotel and restaurant 
keepers will undoubtedly find the advertis- 
ing value of such an arrangement worth 
considering, and in a short while the gen- 
eral public will be demanding such protec- 
tion,”

STABLE FLIES—When Rosenau dis- 
covered that stable flies could carry infan- 
tile paralysis, the interest in this fly in- 
creased materially. The farmers already 
knew of the harm from this fly. In addition 
to spreading infantile paralysis, Jennings 
and King of the bureau of entomology say 
it may spread pellagra. The diseases of 
domestic animals spread by it are anthrax, 
swamp fever, glanders, septicemia, surra, 
souma, and, maybe, round worm. 

In @ddition, biting flies worry stock so 
much that they cannot work efficiently. Ani- 
mals get thin and milk cows sometimes go 
off 40 to 60 per cent in the amount of milk 
produced. 

> | 

F. C. Bishopp of the Ugited States bu- 
reau of entomology tells what he has learned 
about the stable fly in bulletin 540. It 
breeds largely in straw. Old strawstacks 
in the fields are the worst offenders. B:sh- 
opp’s advice is to burn these stacks or else 
to spread the straw, and plow it in deep. 
When a heavy rain falls on freshly thrashed 
straw conditions for fly breed ug are at their 
worst. Manure containing straw is another 
bieeding place of importance. 

To keep the flies off, Bishopp advises a 
mixture of fish oil (one gallon),.oil of pine 
tar (two ounces), oil of pennyroyal (two 
ounces), and kerosene (one-half a pint). To 
keep the flies out of the stable, he recom- 
mends the Hodge window trap.

1. There are two or three hay fever vaccines. 
Some of them may be antitoxins, and that, I judge, 
you mean. The one made from pollen has been in 
une longest. Dunbar’s statistics show a good de- 
gree of efficiency. Those made from bacteria are 
newer. Their advocates publish favorable results, 

2. As indicated above, some are from plant pol- 
lens and others from bacteria. 

8. It is best to begin several months before and 
increase the dose gradually. However, they are 
used after the attack has begun. 

4. There is no harmful effect on the nervous sys- 
tem. Those of the remedies that consist of the 
verum of injected horses are dangerous when used 
in full strength on people who get asthma when 
Around horses. There may be some danger in the 
use of bacterial vaccines.

TO PURIFY WATER. 

Miss D. G. writes: Some months ago you 
published an article telling how the water in 
cisterns could be purified and rendered safe 
for drinking. Since the Ohio flood we have 
had plagues of rats, mice, and files. Not 
as much sickness as was expected followed 
immediately, but now, since the heat has 
come, there is quite a bit of typhoid fever and 
a great deal of dysentery. We want, if pos- 
sible, to avoid it. It seems that the water 
might be at fault, at least partly.” 

REPLY. 

Calculate the amount of water in the cistern from 
its oubical contents. Get some chlorinated lime in 
cans. Wrap the lime in a gunny sack, tie the 
sack with a rope [use fifteen pounds of lime for 
every million gallons of water]. Lower the sack 
into the water and drag it around until the lime 
has washed into the water. After three hours 
most of the taste will be gone. If the taste is ob- 
jected to, dissolve sodium thiosulphate in the 
water in the same way. Use four pounds to mil- 
lion gallons. Lederer says this will kill the taste 
of the lime completely. When there is much 
typhoid and dysentery extra precautions must be 
taken against files. Cleanliness sufficient to pre- 
vent files will also prevent rats and mice.

CASE AGAINST FLIES PROVED. 

Mrs. E. H. 8. writes: “If house files are 
transmitters of disease, why were the period~ 
ical visits of cholera to the United States dis- 
tinguished by their absence, so much eo that 
forecasts for the coming of the dread disease 
were based on the presence or absence of 
these insects?“ 

REPLY. 

House files are transmitters of disease. That 
has been proved by positive ard incontestable 
evidence. I do not know why the epidemics of 
cholera fifty years or more ago were preceded by 
absence of files, if they were. My opinion ts that 
they were not. It is so easy for such loose state- 
ments te start, and, when the facts are half a 
century in the past. it is impossible to run them 
down.

ING ALBERT has just been assisting 

at Antwerp in the golden jubilee of an 

event of which, curiously enough, no 

mention is made in the encyclopedias 

and analogous works of refefence, and 
yet which was of sufficient importance to 
have been commemorated during the last ten 
days by all sorts of public rejoicings in this, 
one of the principal seaports of continental 
Europe. 

It is the celebration of the recovery by 
Antwerp of the freedom of the river Scheldt, 
in July, 1868, by means of a cash payment of 
$8,000,000 to the Dutch government. 

In return for this Holland surrendered its 
treaty rights to levy tolls amounting any- 
where from 70 cents to $1 per ton on shipping 
passing up the river. 

Then after iis long sleep of more than 300 
years, prosperity came back to Antwerp; 
trade began to flourish once more; foreign 
shipping made it a principal port of call; new 
docks were built, and the population of the 
city increased from 40,000, to which it had 
dwindled, to near 700,000 todays. 

If Antwerp was enabled to thus buy the 
freedom of the river Scheldt from Holland, 
it was because the money for the purpose was 
advanced by Great Britain in a loan which 
has long since been repaid. 4 

—— 

The mouth of the Scheldt is still in the 
possession of the Dutch, and it is because 
the Belgians dread that, in spite of their 
paymént for the freedom of the mouth ofthe 
river, Holland may restore this tax that it is 
bringing every influence, national as well as 
foreign, to bear upon the Dutch, in order to 
prevent their carrying out their avowed in- 
tention of building an up to date fortress, 
armed by the heaviest guns, at the mouth of 
the Scheldt, commanding its entrance. 

It is not so much that the Belgians fear 
Holland alone, as they do the possibility that 
the Netherlands may become subject, in one 
way or another, to the domination of Ger- 
many, which would not hegitate to restore 
the tax with the object of benefiting Dutch 
and Teuton seaports at the expense of Ant- 
werp.

This nightmare of the Belgians, and more 
especially of the people of Antwerp, returs 
to them whenever, they gaze upon the ar- 
mortal bearings of the city, which have, as 
their central feature, a giant’s castle, with 
two severed hands. 

According to the popular story, a wicked 
giant, Druon Antigonus, built in pre-Chris- 
tian times. a castle on the banks of the 
Scheldt, on the site of the present Antwerp, 
and levied heavy tolls on all craft plying on 
the Scheldt. 

When the master of a boat ref Wed io pay 
he cut off one of the navigator’s hands and 
threw it into the river. 

| This is generally belfeved to have been the 
origin of the city’s Flemish name of Ant- 
werpen, “Ant” standing for hand,” and 
„ werpen "’ meaning to throw.” 

However, the giant was eventually slain by 
Salvius Bra bo, a lieutenant of Julius Cesar, 
who stormed the castle, killed the giant, and 
then, with a delicate wit, threw the latter's 
own hand into the river Scheldt. 

The memory of Brabo and of his Yrea.ng 
the river Scheldt from the brigandage and 
piracy of Druon Antigonug is commemoreted 
by a superb statue in front of the city hall 

: — 

King Albert hae always displayed a par- 
ticular interest in the fortunés and prosper- 
ity of Antwerp. and is actively promoting the 
construction of the tunnel beneath the Scheld . 
which is to enable Antwerp which“ is now 
wholly situated on the right bank of the riv:r, 
to expand on the left bank. 

Surprise has heen expressed that neither 
of the two sons of King Albert, nor yet he 
himself prior to hie actession, should rave 
been invested with the title of Duke of Aut- 


: 
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werp, since it is far and away the mos! m. 
portant city of Belgium. 

The reason for this, however, is that the 
title of Marquis of Antwerp is one of the dig- 
nities inherited by Prince Alain de Rohes, 
head of the historic house of Rohan, es:ab- 
lished for the last hundred years in Austre, 
from Godfrey of Bouillon, the first crusader 
king of Jerusalem, upon whom it was orig! 
nally bestowed. Prince Alain de Rohan is also 
Duke of Bouillon and of Montbason. 

The now Austrian Rohans are the only real 
Rohans. The French nobleman known as 
the Duc de Rohan is not, strictly speaking, 
a Rohan, but a Chabot.

Count Assen von Hartenau, who bas jus“ 
graduated from the Austrian University of 
Gratz as a doctor of laws, !s a son of the late 
Prince Alexander of Battenberg. 

It may be recalled that after hav'ng reigned 
for some time over Bulgaria the prince was 
kidnaped, carried off into Russia, permitted 
to return, and then forced to abdicate by 
Emperor Alexander III., who detested him 

He. was engaged to be married to the 
kalser's sister, Victoria, now the wife of 
Prince Adolf of Schaumburg-Lippe. But on 
the eve of the date appointed for his wedding 
at Windhor castle he, without warning any 
one, contracted a morganatic marriage at 
Mentone, on the Riviera, with a Darmstadt 
actress, Johanna Loisinger. 

It is sald that he took this step because 
of a private warning which he had received 
to the effect that he would incur the lasting 
enmity of the present kaiser and of the then 
chancellor.of the German empire Prince von 
Bismarck, If he persisted in marrying Prin- 
cess Victoria. 

— 

After his marriage he surrendered his title 
of Prince of Battenberg and obtained from 
his kinsman, the late Grand Luke of Hesse; 
the title of Count voy Hartenau, under which 
he took service in the Austrian army, dying 
at Graz as general in command of the 
Eleventh Infantry brigade there 

He was survived by a son and daughter and 
by his widow, whose parents were the vecet 
and cook of a old general on the retired list 
of the Austrian army, making his home at 
Pressburg. where she was born. a 

Neither the Battenberg family nor anv of 
the royal relatives of Prince Alexander of 
Battenberg has kept up intercourse with the 
widowed Countess of Hartenau and her chil- 
dren. ;

Up to the time of the outbreak of the Bal- 
kan war last autumn there was a strong 
party in Bulgaria which, holding in kindly 
and grateful rememorance Prince Alexander 
as first ruler ci the country, favored the idea 
of placing his son on the throne at Soffa in 
lieu of the unpopular King Ferdinand. 

The members could not forget that Prince 
Alexander haq fought bravely as an officer 
of the Russian army in the war ageinst the 
Turks in 1876-1877 to secure Bulgarian inde. 
pendence, and that he had also led te army 
to brilliant victory in the battle of Slivnitza 
in 1885 and in the svbsequen: engavements 
near the Drogoman and Zarlbroa passes 
inflicting overwhelming defeat on the Ser- 
vians and forcing King Milan to flight. 

King Ferdinand endeavored to n'p these 
schemes by granting the lad a commission 
in the Bulgarian army and by endeavoring 
to attach him to his family by ties of grati- 
tude. 

However, the count permitted his head to 
be turned by the demonstrations of affection 
with which he was welcomed everywhere in 
Bulgaria as the son of his father. 

The count is a tall young fellow, who has 
inherited the good looks for which his rather 
was celebrated. 

His sister. Marie Therese, who bears the 
title of Countess von Hartenau, is a beautiful 
girl just 20 years of age. :

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DATA ON TAXICAB RATES 
IN VARIOUS OTHER CITIES. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

ATA on taxicab rates have been col- 
lected from over forty cities by the 
Walden W. Shaw company. Direct 
comparisons with Chicago are difficult. 
For a lawyer this information gives 

material to argue either that the local rates 
are too high or too low. In about half a 
dozen cities the rates are clearly higher, and 
in about the same number they are admit- 
tedly lower. In different cities there is a 
different rate for various numbers of per- 
sons, according to the distance, 

Boston and Chicago rates supply material 
for illustration. The Chicago ordinance rate 
provides for 50 cents for the first half mile 
and 10 cents for each additional quarter, with 
an extra charge of 20 cents for each addi- 
tional person over one for the journey. 

In Boston, for one or two persons, the rate 
is 80 cents for the first half mile ang 10 cents 
for each additional quarter. For three or 
more persons the rate is 30 cents for the first 
third of a mile and 10 cents for each addi- 
tionaj sixth of a mile. Then there is a pro- 
vision that when the vehicle is left by the 
passenger more than two miles from its 
starting point they must pay 20 cents a mile 
for the return trip of the empty taxicab. 

— 

For a two mile trip a passenger in Boston 
would pay 90 cents and in Chicago $1.10. 
For two passengers in Boston two miles the 
fare would still be 90 cents, in Chicago $1.30. 
For four miles in Boston one passenger 
should pay 62.80, while in Chicago the price 
would only be $1.00. Two passengers same 
distance in Boston should pay $2.50, in Chi- 
cago $2.10. For three passengers, four miles 
in a Boston taxicab the charge is $8.30, while 
in a Chicago cab it would be exactly $1 leas. 

New York recently has adopted a new rate 
schedule which becomes effective on Aug. 2. 
For one or Wo persons it provides a charge 
of 80 cents for the first half mile and 10 cents 
for each additional quarter. For three or 
more persons the rate is 40 cents for the first 
half mile and 10 cents for each additional 
sixth of a mile. 

It is evident that one or two persons can 
ride in a New York taxicab for any distance 
cheaper than they can ride the same num- 
ber of miles in Chicago. For three persons 
the New York rate is cheaper for the first 
and second miles. For three miles the 
charges would be the same in the two cities, 
but for a longer distance the Chicago rate 
is lower. 

The Shaw data shows the Chicago rates 
prevail in the following cities: Milwaukee, 
Pittsburgh, Washington, Buffalo, Johnstown, 
Newark, Memphis, Detroit, Dallas, Cleve- 
land, St. Joseph, Atlanta, Newport, and 
Santa Barbara. 
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The Shaw information 
other cities follows:

CLERKS’ COMPETENCY ISSUE. 


Republican and Democratic Members 
Engage in Word Battle 


The Chicago bureau of public efficiency 
will be asked to investigate the board of as- 
sessors’ office as the result of a conference 
between the finance committee ot the county 
board and the board of assessors yesterday. 

The meeting was arranged at the request 
of the finance committee, which wished to 
have an investigation of the charges recently 
made by Assessor David M. Pfaelzer that 
rank incompetency existed among the clerks 
of the office. 

The gathering was enlivened by several 
verbal thrusts from the Republican members 
of the board, which were returned by the 
Democrats. 


Joint On. 

It was anmounoed the investigation would 
be made by three experts from the public effi- 
clency bureau, and the Gnance committes 
of the county board. 

Assessor Sheridan defended the present 
board and said the work was not behind as 
had been charged dy Republican membera, 

“Last year we had fifteen more regular 
men on our payroll,” he sald, “ and 11.000 
more of an appropriation. This year we have 
done the same work in the same time without 
these. In addition we have handled all the 
capital stock complaints. 

“TI differ with Mr. Sheridan,” said Aswessor 
Weber, a Repubiican, the records will show 
that the real estate assessments are delayed 
this year.” 


“Accidental Assessments Admitted. 

Upon Commissioner Mitchell asking wheth- 
er it was true that many poor persons had 
been assessed accidentally this year Mr. 
Pfaelzer said: 

“I believe there are 3,000 schedules which 
should not be on the books, but which are 
assessed at the lowest valuation—$450—bde- 
cause of the ignorance of clerks in the office 
and the carelessness of the deputies in the 
feld.“ 

“Schedules were left promiscuously by 
the deputies,’’ added Assessor Weber. “I 
belleve there are many more thousands of 
schedules than we would have with discreet 
clerks.”’ 

“I attribute it,“ said Mr. Pfaelzer, to 
the fact that we don’t have good men and 
don't pay them enough. You can't get a 
good deputy for $4 a day when he works only 
a month or two. 


His Statement Challenged. 

“The men we thought to be the most in- 
competent were discharged last Saturday. 
We kept fourteen Republicans—more than 
other boards have kept.“ 

Is that so? asked Assessor Weber, 
former Republican president of the board, 
Well, I happen to know that fifteen Demo- 
crats were retained by the old board.“ 

Upon Mr. Pfaelzer’s statement that he be- 
lieved an examination should be required 
of clerks in the future, Mr. Board said: 

“I would favor an examination of the 
office by the efficiency bureau. This would 
satisfy the general public that the office was 
being run all right, and that the men that 
have been retained are the better half of 
the employés.”’

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COUNCIL TO HEAR 
ROW OVER MOVIES 


Dr. Young Fights Ald. Schaef- 
fer’s Plan to Suspend Ven- 
tilation Ordinance. 


CLOSE TODAY TILL FALL. 


Aldermen Will Start Harbor and 
Settle Garbage Matter Be- 
fore Adjourning.

Heaith Commissioner Young has become 
alarmed because of an order which Ald. 
Schaeffer presented to the council Monday 
night. It was deferred and published, and 
probably will be called up for passage this 
afternoon at the last session before the an- 
nual vacation. The order seeks to suspend 
the enforcement of the building ordinances 
relating to ventilation requirements in thea- 
ters. 

The health department has been compli- 
mented on its work in this respect, and the 
Commissioner is afraid the progress will be 
stopped. Dr. E. V. Hill of the sanitary 
bureau read a paper on the work accom- 
plished in Chicago recently before the an- 
nual meeting of the American Society of 
Ventilating Engineers. and the society gave 
a vote of commendation. 


Forced Theaters to Ventilate. 

When we started nine months ago. ex- 
plained Dr. Young last night. the small 
nickel theaters had no ventilation. In erec- 
tion of theaters plans for ventilation were 
shown which never were installed. We have 
improved the condition in several hundred 
playhouses. Some had to go out of business 
because they could not comply with the 
ordinances. We should be permitted to pro- 
ceed with this work 

The council meeting this afternoon is ex- 
pected to be the last before October.* To 
start work along on the plans for the harbor 
an appropriation of $15,000 will be made. 
The council last Monday evening appro- 
priated $300,000 to purchase a certain land 
ef the Chicago Canal and Dock company 
for a base for the contemplated piers. 

Chairman Healy will present the report of 


the committee on streets changing the . 


names of numerous thoroughfares. This 
will probably provoke a long discussion. 


Garbage Debate Likely. 
Perhaps various matters relating toa solu; 
tion of the garbage question may also pro- 
voke considerable debate. The finance com- 
mittee will recommend the purchase of two 
sites for incinerating plants, one on Ninety- 
fifth street and the other on Armitage dve- 
nue. 

The council has already appointed a com- 
mission to investigate the whole subject of 
collection, transportation, and disposal of all 
wastes. The purchase of sites for disposal 
plants in advance of this report is questioned 
by Ald. Merriam and others. In addition, the |

N the mind of a pestilential muckraker 
the difference in these two bids—made 
by the same people on the same job— 
taken in connection with the simultaneous 
change in the city hall, arouses perverse 
and painful thoughts. Only a determina- 
tion not to be responsible for any reckless 
and ecurrilous attacks on hard working 
and often misundergtood city officials makes 
it possible to conceal them from public view. 
Nor does that tell the whole story of the 
Philadelphia garbage contracts. When 
bids were asked for the work during the 
year 1918 there were a number of bidders. 
How keen was the competition may be 
judged by the fact that the contract was 
finally let to another concern—the Ameri- 
can Products company—for the sum of 
$229,300, a second cut below the winning 
bid of the previous year of nearly $50,000. 
Thus in two years the Blankenburg ad- 
ministration succeeded in saving to the 
taxpayers a total of $510,000, as compared 
with the amount paid for the same work 
during the years before it came into 
power.

E real rivalry between the two com- 
panies is shown by the fact that the 
American Products company did not buy 
or take over the reducing plant of the 
Penn company, which has since stood 
idle. 

In this respect Philadelphia bas a great 
advantage over cities in which there is 
only one reducing plant. With a single 
plant, what would be done with the gar- 
bage of a city during the months which 


purchase price of the sites is considered high. 


In addition to these two sites, the proposi-

Butter Bill Needs Watching. 

We have decided that; next to meat bills, our 
butter, egg, and gas bills need the most watch- 
ing. When butter is over 30 cents a pound we 
never use it, except on the table, and I know 
brands of butterine which are not objection- 
able there. Butterine can always be used in 
cakes, and a generous pinch of salt added to 
apple ple or rice pudding does just as well 
as the butter our fortunate grandmothers 
could afford to use so freely. The egg Dill 
can be cut down by packing eggs when they 
are 18 or 20 cents a dozen. Use one part of 
water glass to nine of water for this. We fight 
the gas bill with a fireless cooker, made of 
an old chest lined with asbestos, filled with 
hay, in which little nests are made for the 
cooking dishes, and then lined with denim, a 


hay filled pillow being laid over the dishes. 


Avoid tin utenalls or covers, as they rust in a 
hay box. A small portable oven, used in- 
stead of the range oven for most baking, is 
a great economy. We use Kas for all our cook- 
ing and most of our lighting, and the bill is 
“ag more than $3 a month, frequently much 
ess. 

I cook enough tatoes and oatmeal at a 
time to last for several meals, as these foods 
will stand warming over.. Peeling potatoes 
after boiling is quite an economy, and it does 
not pay to buy the largest potatoes, as they 
usually have holes in the middle, Rice cooked 
in a lot of water scatters beautifully, but half 
of the nourishment is drained off with the 
water. The Japanese method of using two 
and a half parts of water to one of rice is 
more economical and works well in a fireless 
cooker.

How many dollars’ worth of food, 
think you, could three children waste in this 
manmer, to say nothing of the selfishness thus 
inculcatéd by allowing them to eat just what 
pleases their taste, and as much as they want, 
regardless of whether there is enough for all 
at the table. I noticed the lady of this house 
paring potatoes for dinner. I will venture to 
say the peelings were an eighth of an tnch 
he same with apples. In the kitchen 
I noticed the pan in which the children washed 
‘their hands. The toilet soap was left in the 
pan to dissolve and be thrown down the sewer.

Thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of granite and enamel kitchenware 
are hauled to the dump that could be mended 
and used indefinitely. I know, for I mend 
my own. Then there’s the shoe waste. Per- 
haps a million pair, maybe more, are thrown 
away every year in this country, which, if 
mended in time would have lasted several 
months, 

There are many other ways in which econ- 
omy in the household might be practiced, put- 
ting an end to these little household wastes, 
separately trifling, perhaps, to each family, but 
the aggregate is enormous. ‘Watching the 
market and buying life's necessities at the 
lowest prices obtainable, is just half the battle. 
The other half consists in getting the greatest 
possible use out of each article purchased, It 
is useless to “save at the spigot and waste at 
the bung,” .

Lillian Russell's Answers. 


H.: The beauty of the eyebrows consists in 
having them moderately thick, especially in 
the center, directly over the pupil of the eye; 
the outer extremity tapering to a point with 
soft, silken, regular hairs of a color a shade 
or two darker than the hair of the head. They 
should always be separated on the bridge of the 
nose, and with. their edges clearly defined 
against the skin. 

When the eyebrows join above the nose it is 
an indication of a sensuous nature.

running a successful corner in the cereal, 
has been on the bull side for some time. 


Bulls Add to Holdings. 

Since the advance started, the leading bulls 
have been credited with adding to their lines 
on the way up. Several of the big local pro- 
fessionals, including Arthur Cutten and 
James A. Rankin, were supposed to have big 
profits in corn, but were understood to have 
sold out a good share of their corn recently. 

Recently there has been a steady volume 
of buying orders coming from the country, 
which has been the big sustaining influence 
In the market. The excessive heat expe- 
rienced in June damaged the Kansas 
southern crop to an enormous extent, 
since July there have been no adequate rains 
except in comparatively small sections of the 
corn belt. 


of intensely hot weather over the greater 
part of the belt. and reports of damage to 
corn have been pouring into the market from 
nearly all sections. The dry period in June 
made it necessary to have timely rains to 
carry the plant through the usually dry pe- 
riods in July and August. Except in a few 
localities these rains have not materialised, 
and there has been, it is claimed, great dete- 
rioration in the crop. 
Government Estimate Large. 

The first of July the government estimated 
a crop of about 2,964,000,000 bu, which was a 
larger crop than was indicated a year ago. 
From July 1 on last year there was a steady 
improvement in the crop conditions, how- 
ever; and the fina! estimate of the govern- 
ment was 3,125,000,000 bushels, the largest 
on record. 

So far this season conditions are the re- 
verse of last year. The needed rains have 
been lacking, and the crop has suffered. Yes- 
terday temperatures in this state were re- 
ported ranging from 92 to 106, and the ef 
tire belt had scorching weather with no re- 
lief promised. 

Patten and Phillips both have been influ- 
enced by the reports they have received. 
Ex-Alderman B. W. Snow, crop expert for 
Bartlett-Frazier, yesterday issued a report 
saying advices from counties covering about 
one half the principal. corn states showed 
sensational losses. 


Reports Further Market Advance. 

These reports were influential in causing 
the market advance. Snow's reports indi- 
cate a loss of fifty points since July 1 in Kas- 
sas, indicating a practical failure of the crop, 
where last year the state raised 174,000,000 
bushels. In Nebraska there has been u drop. 
of twenty pointe in condition and in Okla- 
homa forty points. Illinois and Indiana have 
both lost ground during the month, and Mis- 
souri condition is off ten points. 

Snow figures that if later reports show the 
same ratio of losses the government report 
for August will show a crop of net over 
2,700,000,000 bushels. 

George H. Phillips, who for several years 
has maintained a crop reporting system of 
his own, was out yesterday with a report 
saying the present outlook was for @ crop of 
2,675,000,000 bushels, with a possibility of 
its dropping to 2,500,000,000 bushels. On 
Snow’s estimate of 2.700.000, 000 bushels the 
crop would be 425,000,000 bushels less than 
A year ago. 


Rain Needed to Save Crop. 

All reports from the country yesterday. 
indicated that detertoration would be rapid 
from now on unless there should be general 
rains, as the prolonged Grought had left 
the corn in most sections unable to stand 
much more hot weather punishment. 

Prices for spot corn in all the leading mar- 
kets have jumped skyward owihg to the 
big feeding demand that has developed 
prices being relatively the highest in the 
southwest, where in some places corn is 
selling for as much as is wheat. 


Kansas City Has Flurry. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 20.—Excited buying 
characterized the corn market here today. 
Gash prices mounted as high as 3 cents above 
yesterday, and @eptember delivery was up 
2% cents dver last night. The flurry fol- 
lowed reports of an increasing area m N.
